Frizett«‘. the actual favorite, and 
SiMMMier.. almost as well supportcal. am^ re;;arded as 
lormidahle factors in the race, were practically elim- 
iuattHl from serious cunteiition at the start, which 
left I'iiikolH tin* ultimate winuer with a caunmandiuR 
advantage. 

•I. I'.uiler. tin* present .i<M*key Idol, was in no luirry 
with ills mount, however, and relinquished the lead 
to Spooner, which madt* the running for the ne.\t 
half mile, or until Pinkola's .pH*ke\ jjot ready to 
tiick him ut>.

— That City Bark 
and tin* F.iir Grounds will both have their meetings 
this winter was the aiiiiouneemeiit made yesterday 
Jiy David IK Barnes, president of the City I’ark 
.l«M*key Gluh. 

. "It was intended to open about December 1.” 
said -Mr. BariK*.s. --The L(K*ke auti-yumhliiiy act, 
recently made a state law, does not prohibit individ- 
ual hettiuy <ir the reeordiuy of liets. Batrons will 
have an opportunity to hack their opliiums. \Ve 
intend to o|ierate on a reduced seale. 'niere will 
positively he no at*teni])t at licensing hamlliook.s. 
and liookmakiny will not lie permitted. 

".Aivordiny to the present plans, tentatively made, 
kM*al turfmen will buy or lease the interests of out- 
side capitalists, who already regard the raeliiy game 
dead in Louisiana. We will then st*e if a resurrec- 
tion cannot Ik* accomplished without treadiuy on 
anyone’s iocs, for no one can deny that winter rac 
iiiy ill Xew Orleans is an attraction for thousands 
of visitors who would not otherwise come here, 
'riiere are two raciny plants hen*, each valued at 
over and the pro|R*rty is not suitable for 

auy other purpose save that of a race course. 

"The present intention is to briny the best class 
of horses here, 'riie hiy stake events will have to 
Ik* aliaudoiicd. and no race will have a value of over 
Wucre it formerly cost from $3,000 to $.'»,000 
a day to run either jdant. the exiM*iiditure under 
the proiHised conservative iKdiey will he erimiied 
to one-third of that liyure. It is thought that the 
expenses <if a sixty-da.v meetiny can be easily earned 
through gate receipts and sales of conccsslous." 

-A Xew Drleaus luau who knows the situation well, 
says of the town and racing: 

"The Suburban Bark me«‘tiuy at Algiers. La., 
will open next Saturihiy. Oral betting will Ih* in 
vogue, 'fhere is talk of holding a meeting at Lake 
Charles on the half-mile track there, to make a test 
cast* of the Lmke law.
